£30m needed for 
child services

A Labour councillor has said an extra 
£30 million is needed from central 
government to successfully improve 
child protection. 

Northamptonshire County Council 
came under fire this week after the 
latest Ofsted report revealed it was in 
the bottom 20 local authorities. 

The council had already been brand¬ 
ed ‘inadequate’ for child protection 


arrangements earlier this year. 

The first stand-alone Social Care 
Annual Report revealed local author¬ 
ity performance nationally. 

Northamptonshire County Cllr John 
McGhee said: “My view is that after 
four or five reports I’m not surprised 
we are in the bottom 20. I’m surpried 
we’re not at the bottom. 

“Jim Harker saying ‘it’s on my watch’. 

“The leader and cabinet have got to 
look at their conscience and ask them¬ 
selves if they have dealt with this 


properly? They have allowed it to 
become this bad. 

“We are talking £30 million just for i 
the next year and that should come / 
from national government.” 

AspokesmanforNorthamptonshire I 
County Council said: “We’ve insti- [ 
gated a root and branch review of all I 
service areas, resulting in a new ser¬ 
vice structure and we’ve produced! 
revised guidance for people who work! 
with children and young people.”'

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Reporter roped into 400ft charity abseil 


A team of ten volunteers including 
reporter ANNABEL HOWARD abseiled 
down the National Lift Tower for 
Northamptonshire air ambulance. 



I’m pretty scared of heights (I get 
vertigo standing on a chair) so when 
I was asked if I would abseil down 
the National Life Tower I have to 
admit I had my reservations. 

I love a challenge and had enjoyed 
abseiling in my youth, obviously not 
at 418ft, but surely this wouldn’t be 
so different? Plus it would raise 
money for the Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air Ambulance 
Service which is a good cause. 

My head started to spin when I 
came out of the lift at the top. 

I didn’t look down when I got on to 
the balcony (mostly because I 
couldn’t see over the wall). 

After ropes were connected to my 
harness I was instructed to straddle 
the wall and wait. 

To my left I could see the 400ft 
drop to my right, safety. 

And when the bloke said ‘just 
swing your other leg over’ I wasn’t 
sure if I could do it. 

My abseiling partner lo Payne said 
‘it goes against all your survival 
instincts’. 



I took a deep breath and swung. 

We had planned to sing Bon lovi 
Living On A Prayer on our way 
down, but I forgot the words. 

I even forgot my age when asked 
by lo who was trying to distract me. 

When a voice from above bellowed 
that I was ‘halfway’ it didn’t make 
me feel better. I’d hoped they would 
yell ‘only five feet to go’, but the next 
yell was ‘watch the windows’. 

When I was about 50 feet from the 
bottom I started to let go of the rope 
to go quicker and relax into it. 

My feet were soon flat on the 
ground and I felt pretty good. 

Head of fundraising for WNAA 
Tracy Grunwell said: “I’m so proud 
of my team. People doing this like 
this keep the air ambulances flying 
and saving lives.” 

Volunteering manager lo Payne, 
who abseiled by my side, said: “I’ve 
done 100ft before and I wasn’t 


scared, but this was definitely a lot 
different. I felt relieved to get back 
on the ground.” 

lamie Evenden, 20, of 
Northampton, who works for the 
National Abseil Centre was holding 
the ropes at the bottom. 

He said: “I started doing this early 
last year. It’s great fun.” 

lo added: “Now I’ve done it let’s 
make it an annual event. 

“We had ten people representing 
us today - let’s make it 40 next year. 
“If I can do it anyone can. 

“People do extreme challenges 
like this all the time and I was 
pleased to take part and do my bit.”

Northants among 
‘failing’ authorities

Northamptonshire has been 
named as one of 20 failing 
local authorities in an Ofsted 
report on safeguarding chil¬ 
dren published yesterday. 

At the end of the first full 
three-year cycle of inspec¬ 
tions, only four in ten local 
authorities were judged to be 
‘good’ or better. 

However, the county has 
been named as ‘inadequate’ 
for child protection arrange¬ 
ments at the time of their 
most recent inspection. 

The First stand-alone Social 


Care Annual Report looks at 
how local authorities are per¬ 
forming nationally. 

HM Chief Inspector, Sir 
Michael Wilshaw, said: 
“Incompetent and ineffective 
leadership must be addressed 
quickly. But where those in 
leadership positions have 
capacity and potential, this 
must be recognised and nur¬ 
tured. Too much leadership 
volatility in social care is 
counter-productive - that 
goes without saying. 

“The combination of unsta¬ 
ble communities and politi¬ 
cal and managerial instabili¬ 
ty in our social care services 


is a dangerous mix.” 

Ofsted’s National Director 
for Social Care, Debbie fones, 
said: “Some services are 
increasingly expert at reduc¬ 
ing risk, helping families to 
look after their children and 
enabling children at risk in 
their area to make good pro¬ 
gress. 

“It can be done, and there¬ 
fore it must be done in all 
areas, equally well. Ofsted 
will be rigorous in holding 
local councils and social care 
providers to account but we 
will also support them to 
make the improvements that 
children deserve.”

PCs James Dolman and 
Philip Richwood will meet 
David Cameron and then 
attend the Police Federation’s 
national awards ceremony 
which is being held in 
London. 

The two unarmed officers 
have already been honoured 
in the Force awards before for 
the part they played in foiling 
an armed robber in November 
last year. 

Sergeant Neil Goosey, 
branch secretary of the Police 
Federation in 

Northamptonshire, 
said: “The prompt action of 
the officers resulted in a dan¬ 
gerous and armed offender 
being brought to justice. 

“In doing so, they protected 
the life of a man who was 
walking home that night and, 
potentially, other victims of 
crime. 

“In placing the safety of oth-

ers before their own safety, 
and for being resolute in 
arresting the man for a seri¬ 
ous crime, they displayed 
actions that epitomise the 
bravery of the British police 
officer.” 

The gunman, 25-year-old 
Matthew Boxley, was sen¬ 
tenced to two years impris¬ 
onment at Northampton 
Crown Court for attempted 
robbery and possession of 
firearms. 

The two officers were part 


of a plain clothes team on 
patrol in an unmarked police 
car when they spotted a man 
who was being held at gun¬ 
point. 

PC Richwood stopped the 
car and PC Dolman ran out of 
the vehicle and ran at the 
gunman, forcing him against 
a wall and fence and then to 
the ground. 

The man threw the gun 
away before being placed in 
handcuffs and the firearm 
was recovered.

‘We will not die under 
tree’ - mum and son

They have become a famil¬ 
iar sight at Northampton 
town centre. 

In a makeshift camp 
located just a stones’ throw 
away from Campbell 
Square police station, a 
63-year-old mother and her 
33-year-old son have been 
living on the edge of a pub¬ 
lic car park after being 
evicted from their home in 
March. 

But with winter looming 
and temperatures already 
plummeting, the mother 
has made a grim vow: “We 
will not be found dead 
under a tree.” 

Her son, Acerelle 
Valentine, says he has not 
slept since the eviction and 
has to stay awake at night 
to look after his mum and 
two dogs. 

“I have to be awake at any 
time to make sure we are 
all safe. I haven’t got the 
time to get a job as I have to 
look after all of us.” 

The mother, Bronwyn 
Chambers, had lived in 
Lings for 27 years. She and 
her son were evicted fol¬ 
lowing a possession order 
granted by the courts. 

She said: “It is cold. But as 
my son would say, we are 
survivors - we have to be.” 

The council say the evic¬ 


tion was based on anti¬ 
social behaviour and the 
state of their property. 

Up to that point the coun¬ 
cil had been working with 
the pair for two years to try 
to resolve their issues. 

Bronwyn and Acerelle 
have been in contact with 
The Northampton 

Association for the 
Accommodation of the 
Single Homeless (NAASH) 
to see if they can be re¬ 
housed, but say NAASH 
would only offer to 
accommodate one of 
her dogs. 

“These dogs 
mean a great lot 
to me,” Bronwyn 
added. 

“They are 

inseparable. We 
couldn’t live with¬ 
out these dogs.” 


Since being forced out of 
their home, Bronwyn and 
Acerelle have lived at many 
different locations, but 
have found themselves 
unwelcome. 

Despite their desperate 
situation the pair are also 
refusing any help from the 
Northampton Borough 
Council as they feel they 
have been treated unfairly 
by them. 

Bronwyn said: “The coun¬ 
cil are rubbish, they have 
treated me awfully. 
They cannot 

come back and 
make amends.” 
A council 
spokesman 
said the pair 
this week 
refused accom¬ 
modation with 
two separate bed¬ 


rooms where they would be 
allowed to keep their dogs. 

The pair are saving to 
eventually find private 
rental accommodation. 

Cllr Mary Markham, 
Northampton Borough 
Council’s cabinet member 
for housing said: “Over the 
last few weeks and months 
the Borough Council and a 
number of other agencies 
have been trying to give the 
pair the help they need. 
This has included offers of 
accommodation. 

“No one should feel they 
have no alternative but to 
live on the streets. However, 
we cannot force people to 
accept our help. So we are 
continuing to try and talk 
with them while we moni¬ 
tor the situation and look 
for a way to get them off of 
the streets.”

Death threats no 
laughing matter

An online bullying charity has urged the 
Northampton Clown to contact the authori¬ 
ties following death threats on the clown's 
Facebook page. 

The Cybersmile Foundation made the state¬ 
ment following reports in the national press 
that the clown is University of Northampton 
student Alex Powell. 

Film maker Alex, who first came under sus¬ 
picion in a Herald article online a few days 
after the clown first started appearing, had 
previously denied involvement. 

From the first time the clown posted pic¬ 
tures of himself making creepy appearances 
around town on Friday September 13 he 
attracted vicious comments on social media 
alongside the praise, many threatening vio¬ 
lence if they ever met him. 

Founder of the Cybersmile Foundation, 
Scott Freeman, said: “The threats on the Spot 
the Northampton Clown Facebook page are 
not acceptable. 

“There is no place legally to theaten people 
in any way that you’re going to perform them 


- that is a criminal offence. 

“I would reccommend that person to contact 
the relavent authority. 

“The Northampton Clown has his reasons 
for doing it. Whether people appreciate his 
sense of humour or not it does not give them 
permission to be threatening.” 

Nicky Wrigley commented on the Facebook 
page: “Why all the hate? If you’re tired of the 
clown, you can easily unlike the page. There’s 
no reason to be rude or disrespectful. He’s out 
having fun and providing entertainment for 
many, if you don’t like it, click ‘unlike’.” 

A Northamptonshire police spokesperson 
said: “Any online bullying or abuse should be 
reported to the website’s ‘Report Abuse’ con¬ 
tact. We strongly advise you not to reply to 
abusive comments and that you block the 
sender as soon as you have reported the abuse. 

“Serious bullying or threats to commit phys¬ 
ical abuse should be reported to police as a 
criminal offence may have been committed. 
We take all allegations of this kind very seri¬ 
ously indeed. If you have been a victim please 
do not delete the comments until you have 
spoken to an officer.”

Findings on payday 
loans concerning 

The new findings on payday 
loans released by Christians 
Against Poverty are deeply con¬ 
cerning. They highlight the des¬ 
perate lengths that people are 
going to in order to pay their soar¬ 
ing bills, feed their families and 
keep a roof over their heads. 

It is particularly worrying that 
many of the payday loan compa¬ 
nies do not check that individuals 
have sufficient income to pay 
them back. With 80% taking out 
more than one loan to repay 
existing borrowing, coupled 
with interest rates as 
high as 4,000 per cent, 
it is all too easy for 
people to end up 
trapped in a spiral 
of debt that is 
difficult to 
escape. 

We know 
through our 
own research 
that many 
people on low 
incomes are 


not aware of the welfare benefits 
or charitable funds available to 
them. We found that almost half 
(48%) of people who were unem¬ 
ployed and had taken out a pay¬ 
day loan had never checked their 
welfare benefits eligibility. 

Yet benefits and charitable 
funds exist to help those experi¬ 
encing financial hardship - some¬ 
thing that could happen to any 
one of us at any time due to ill¬ 
ness, job loss, family breakdown 
and other unexpected circum¬ 
stances. 

We would urge anyone who is 
struggling to consider all their 
options. They can use our free 
website tools at www.turn2us.org. 
uk to check their entitlements to 
benefits and tax credits, and see if 
they are eligible for one of 3,000 
charitable grants, which could 
make all the difference to their 
situation.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Inside the new Lexus GS 300h 


Test drive 


The Lexus GS series hasn’t exactly been a nailed-on 
cert in the executive saloon sector, with the likes of 
the Audi A6, the BMW 5 Series and the Mercedes 
E Class to contend with. But the entry-level petrol/ 
electric hybrid in the range, the GS 300h model, 
poses some questions on running costs that have 
the German establishment looking very uncomfort¬ 
able. 

It makes a relatively modest 178bhp at 6000rpm. 
Peak torque is created at between 4,500 and 
5,400rpm, so to get the full 221 Nm, you need to 
put a few revs on the clock. A performance model 
this is not, especially when you consider that you’re 
lugging a kerb weight of around 1,750kg. Still, it’ll 
reach 62mph in 9.2 seconds which isn’t disastrous 
and will get to a top speed of I 19mph. 

The bald figures are 109g/km of carbon dioxide.

Jim Mallinder was left frustrated 
after Northampton Saints lost 
their opening game of their 
Heineken Cup campaign 19-13 at 
Castres on Saturday.

The 25-year-old loose head suffered a reoccur¬ 
rence of a long-standing knee problem during last 
weekend’s opening pool one defeat at Top 14 
champions Castres. 

He has had fluid drained from his knee and 
could be out for around three to four weeks, 
meaning he is a huge doubt for England’s three 
upcoming autumn tests. 

It is also a massive blow to Saints as they head 
into the clash with Ospreys which, after opening 
defeat in Castres, is must-win, if they hope to pro¬ 
gress to the knockout stages of the competition for 


the first time since they reached the final in 
2010/11. 

And, ahead of the game with Ospreys - who lost 
their opening pool match 19-9 on home soil 
against three-times winners Leinster - director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder knows his side won’t be in for 
an easy ride. 

“They’ve got a front five full of internationals 
and quality throughout the team,” he said. “It’s 
going to be a massive challenge for us, but that’s 
why we want to play in a competition like this. 

“We got a point from Castres, and we’ll take that 
point, but then we’re going to work on the things 
we need to work on and be massively up for this 
week because you need to win your home games 
in the Heineken Cup.” 

Meanwhile, forwards coach Dorian West also 
acknowledged defeat this weekend would all but 
signal the end of Saints’ Heineken Cup ambitions. 


He said: “Their results in the opening rounds of 
the Pro 12 have shown that they have the ability to 
win on the road, and we can’t take anything for 
granted. 

“Like us, they lost last weekend. We’ve seen every 
year that teams that lose their first two games find 
it really difficult to get out of the group stages, so 
there’s a lot riding on Sunday’s match for both 
teams. 

“Last Saturday we did some good things against 
Castres. The scrum was a lot better and we kept 
control of the ball for plenty of phases and showed 
a lot of patience. We also had the confidence to 
back ourselves to go for tries, and this is always a 
good sign. 

“We’ve had a couple of good performances at 
home against Sale and Exeter, and we want anoth¬ 
er good performance against the Ospreys.”
